In the context of a pluralistic democratic society, 
says theater design teacher and engineer George 
C. Izenour, the conventional auditorium is 
increasingly unresponsive to the contemporary 
styles of theatrical and musical performance. 
Izenour proposes an alternative approach to 21st- 
century theater design in his presentation for the 
BSA Lecture Series on October 28. In this 
slide-lecture, Izenour will outline two alternatives 
for the next century based on predictable 
economic realities and contemporary engineering 
technology. 


Izenour is Professor Emeritus of Theater Design 
and Technology and Director Emeritus of the 
Electromechanical Lab of the Yale University 
School of Drama. Recognized as an 
international expert and author in the fields of 


theater design, engineering and acoustics, Izenour 
is also the author of three books on theater design 
including new editions of Theater Design and 
Theater Technology (from which the image above 
is taken). Dr. Izenour also will be available 
before and after the lecture to autograph copies of 
his books, which will be available for sale; an 
order form also is inserted in this issue for those 
wishing to get a head start on the presentation.
